McKinley to California. 


A town 1~ years old, 5,600 inhabi- 
tants, modern 
improvements, 
no 
saloons is the record. It lies in the 
eastern extremity of San Bernardino 
yalley.a valiey eight to ten miles wide. 
The grandest mountains in southern 
California are in full view. 


A little north of west is San Anton- 


io range, old Baldy, snow crowned 
from October to May. 
To the east 
aud north rises a wall of mountains 
6,000 feet high, culminating m Mt.

M. A. K. Smiley gave Redlands a 
sixty thousand dollar library build- 
>otr. set in a park of twenty acres. 
Spacious and unique in design it con- 
tains S.OOO to 10.000 well selected and 
arranged books. Roses and well kept 
lawns are in front of the building. 
There are twelve churches, many 


new stores characterized by their 
spaciousness inside and fine stocks of 
g^ods, 


Words are inadequate to describe 
the flowers. As Browning says. "It 
was roses, roses, everywhere. And 
myrtle in my path just like mad/' 
Sage bush, grease wood, cactus and 
wild flowers are found on the desert, 
la the canons and along the streams 


are sycamore, elder, cottonwood and 
live oak trees. 
In the mountains 
above an attitude of 4.500
